Sweeping across the nation with 
the speed of a prairie fire, the 
protest against persecution of 
Jews in Germany assumed coun- 
try-wide proportions today 
as 


plans were completed for holding 
mass meetings in 300 cities to de- 
nounce the persecution. 


The largest of these will be held 


at Madison Square Garden Mon- 
day night when more than. 20,000 
Jews and Christians are expected 
to jam their way into the big 
bowl to hear a 
distinguished 


group of nationally known speak- 
ers. Jews, Catholics and Protest- 
ants, both clerics and laymen, de- 
clare against the atsti-Semic cam- 
paign of the German Nazis. 


Similar protests were planned 


in other cities m practically every 
section of the country, Jewish 
leaders here announced. 
Every- 


where, they said, the indignation 
aroused by the Hitler 
govern- 


ment's anti-Jewish activities was 
shared almost equally by Catholic 
and Protestant leaders and Amer- 
ican Jewry.

Premier Benito Mussolini of Italy, often called "Europe's Miracle Man," 
will bare plenty of opportunity to show his miraculous power if he se- 
riously intends to tring his recent peace plans to a hkrmonious conclu- 
sion. Following II Duce's recent conference with Premier Ramsay Mac- 
Donald of Great Britain at Rome, Mussolini's plan for a Four-power pact 
between Italy, Great Britain, France and Germany was revealed. The 
plan calls for a five-year arms holiday, the recognition of ali existing 
treaties and agreements, observance of the League of Nations, the Lo- 
carno Pact and the Kellogg-Briand Pact. To bring the plan to its con- 
clusion, Premier MacDonald was given the task of laying the proposals 
before Premier Edouard Daladier of France, while II Duce himself took 
on the task of bringing Chancellor Adolf Hitler of Germariy into line. 
These two jobs are easier to talk about than accomplish. France is dis- 
trustful of .Germany, fearful of Hitler's policies in Central Europe, 
while Hitler has vowed all along that it is his greatest aim to void the 
treaty of Versailles. In order to make a success of the proposed pact, 
France and Germany would have to forget and be friends. Furthermore, 
Chancellor Hitler recently vowed that if'the Geneva Conference de- 
clined to grant Germany arms equality with other European nations he 
would begin re-arming after April 1. However, it is known that Hitler 
has the greatest admiration for II Dnce, after whom he patterned him- 
self, so he may be persuaded to bring his Swastika banner under the
